Tue task of defining in persuasive and can- 
did terms the policy with which a party enters 
a contest and makes its appeal to voters 1s 
not one to be assigned to a novice. Platform- 
making is a fine art as well as a serious 
business, and fortunate is a party that has 
at hand a man or men equal to the occa- 
sion. For in politics as in everything else 
much depends upon the skill with which the 
skeleton of principle is clothed with the flesh 
of language and the will and conscience of the citizen stirred as well 
as his mind convinced. 

To make a party platform both rational and inspirational, a 
plan of campaign and psalm of praise, a code of ethics and a stand- 
ard of manners, a rallying call to the veterans and a winner of new 
voters, is not the simple affair that it might seem to an armchair 
politician or academic teacher of civics. Consequently when parties 
discover men who have both political wisdom and literary skill, 
they enlist them in the service of plat form-writing. 

The service just rendered to the Massachusetts Republican state 
convention by Samuel J. Elder is a case in point. The sensibility 
and pliancy of his tenrperament that contribute to his versatility, 
by which he can “boost” Yale at an alumni dinner, preach on the 
ethics of the legal profession and argue fine points of law before 
the Hague tribunal, fit him to phrase with tact and discrimination 
the definition of party policy that will best meet the desires of a 
maximum number of voters and at the same time set forth the 
idealism and forward look in political evolution which no party can

In mis remarks before the public lands con- 
vention and before the Republicans of 
Colorado at Denver on Tuesday, President 
Taft took a more definite stand on some very 
nuportant questions than he had assumed 
previously in the course of his present trip. 
With regard to the conservation of natural 
resources, the relation of federal authority 
to business, and the reform and revision of 
the tariff, he left the middle of the road, in 
so far, at least, as he spoke plainly and boldly for action upon all of 
these problems along lines of reasonableness and sanity. He was 
particularly positive and plain in his warnings to those reactionaries 
who would overturn all the good that has been accomplished by the 
conservation movement simply because mistakes had been made by 
its over-enthusiastic and over-zealous champions. 

Statements he made to the Republicans of Colorado are, perhaps, 
of more immediate and pressing interest. ‘They may be regarded as 
a general expression of the disposition of the government toward 
what has come to be known as “‘big business,’ and they may serve to 
quiet the fears of those who have seen in some recent occurrences 
symptoms of a revival ot the hue-and-cry against successful industry 
in general. As to the tariff, the President made it clear that, so far 
as he could control the future, the principle of protection would be 
maintained, but subject to a more intelligent understanding of the

_real needs of home industry and labor, and not, as too often the 


case heretofore, to the demands of private interests. 

There is likely to be wide disagreement with Mr. Taft in his 
positive attitude, but we believe there will be greater respect for it 
than could be won by a neutral position. What the country wants to 
know is what to expect of the administration; what to expect if the 
administration should be continued; what to expect if it should be 
superseded. Whatever of uneasiness or unrest or depression exists 
in business circles today is not due so much to anything that has been 
done as to the many things that have been threatened. Insecurity 
and instability, checking prosperity, are bred by governmental 
vagueness, hesitancy and political weather-vane observations. 

It is significant that although President Taft criticized sharply 
the action of the public lands convention and informed it of his oppo- 
sition to the policies it had outlined, the delegates cheered him heartily 
at the conclusion of his address. This was because they felt that 
though against them they knew where he stood. And this is all that 
the business of the country wants to know at present. It would like 
to be assured whether reforms are to proceed along conservative or 
radical lines.

THE outcome of San Francisco’s recent 
mayoralty contest is of national interest 
because it closes an era of “class” rule, and 
seems to end a formal alliance between 
corrupt officials and the vicious elements of 
society. Apparently something like unity of 
interest and aim may now ensue. The 
pending state campaign invites attention by 
the interior and [ast because of the eager 
thoroughness with which it is being waged 
and the significance of the issues that are up. ‘To an extent never 
seen in any previous campaign for woman's suffrage there has been 
an alliance of men with women to bring the result to pass. The 
women have brought more varieties of the disenfranchised to the 
point where they would file their protest than ever previously have 
been thus enrolled, Journalistic support has been unusually general, 
and orgaimzed propaganda, backed by funds gathered throughout the 
nation, has been cleverly managed. 

On twenty-three proposed amendments to the constitution elec- 
tors are to vote, a job of organic law-making that no body of 
American electors ever presumed to deal with in precisely the same 
way. These amendments cover the initiative, referendum and recall, 
the expanded power of a state railroad commission over public 
utilities, and the bestowal of home rule on counties. Broadly speak- 
ing, the contest is one for supremacy between the “interests,” long 
dominant, and the people ; and between methods that are traditionally

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_ representative and republican and those that are radically democratic. 


If the radicals win, and California aligns itself with Oregon and 


Washington, the Pacific coast will seem to be fairly agreed in social 
theory and politics and formulation of organic law. 

The significance of such a unification is clearer after reading an 
exposition of the section’s consciousness of its future destiny, such as 
the president of the State University of California has recently con- 
tributed to the Outlook.

The day when the warrior by profession, the jurist, the preacher, 
and ‘the inventor of armament, great or small, figured almost 
exclusively in discussions of war has passed. ‘The proletarian leader 
now marshals his cohorts into mass-meetings of hundreds of 
thousands who vote against declarations of national hostility, and 
hold over ambitious and covetous statesmen the threat of a general 
strike and subordination of nationalism to internationalism. The 
“captain of finance” now walks into the office of the minister of war 
and informs him that continuance of belligerent taik or an act of 
war will bring to the ground with a crash the vast industrial structure 
of a debtor nation, and serve only to enrich the nations that lend. 
Forthwith diplomacy adjusts what war dared not attempt to solve. 

There is yet another new disputant and combatant for peace to 
be reckoned with, namely the economist, who, whether or not formally 
so called, takes up war and its consequences from the standpoint of 
Waste or conservation of wealth. Of such a group are both M. Bloch 
and Norman Angell, author of “The Great Illusion”; though neither 
of them formally teaches economics. The fact to be noted with special 
attention is the alignment of the professional, academic economist 
with the cause of judicial settlement of national controversies. 

Among the first American experts to be enlisted by the directors 
of the vast fund which Mr. Carnegie has put at the service of foes 
of war were eminent teachers of economics, who, with associates from 
kurope, will work along a program laid out this summer at a confer- 
ence in Berne. The cost of war is not measured wholly by debts 
incurred by nations, by amounts spent on armament, or by appraisals 
of the value of property destroyed by fire or bombardment. These 
are only the more obvious economic effects. When the expert 
economists marshal, as they will, the evidence as to the whole cost of 
war to a group of combatants, and add the secondary and derivative 
items to the bill, then both the proletariat and the capitalistic elements 
of society will be armed with new data for their war on war. 


THE battleship Oregon, it is now announced with some definite- 
ness, 1s to be the first vessel to pass through the Panama canal.

Of course where the old fashioned notion of tutelage bemg 
servitude obtains there is no use advocating a freer and more rational 
way. If the only thing to be done in education is to impose from 
above rather than to build up from within, then, of course, it is folly 
to talk of consulting with the child about anything that has to do 
with his schoolroom, his courses of study, his teachers, or his sports. 
But if, on the other hand, he is one of a trio—parent, teacher and 
child—who are engaged in a cooperative task to bring about an 
ethical as well as intellectual result, why then it would seem reason- 
able now and then to try and find out what the child or the youth 
thinks about schooling—from his or her standpoint. 

It is a process that may well begin in the kindergarten; but as a 
matter Of fact oftenest, for obvious reasons, can best be carried on 
in colleges and universitres because there the pupil has come to self- 
consciousness and a stage of analysis; and, in many cases, is able 
to view the concrete problem objectively as well as subjectively. An 
interesting case of the kind is newly chronicled at Harvard, where 
it is admitted that a transitional period in the university's life is 
opening up. Prizes amounting to a tidy sum have been offered 
to undergraduates who will give the best considered answers to 
specific problems. The offer comes from an alumnus. The essays 
will be received, and some of them published in a university periodi- 
cal. But the results of the ‘competition, in the form ot frank 
discussion of concrete issues, will be available for the president, the 
corporation, the overseers and the faculty.

That pupils should determine the sort of education they should 
receive 1s not claimed by those who at the same time do urge that in 
order to ascertain the kind of education that is fitted to conserve best 
all that is implied in the process, it is well now and then to know 
what those persons think who are subjects of ceaseless experiment. 
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For years the books taught school children 
and adults that the first steamboat to appeat 
on any western river was built at Pittsburgh. 
This is now known to have been a mistake. 
The craft in question, first called the 
Knterprise, afterward the New Orleans, 
was built at Marietta, but outfitted at 
Pittsburgh with anengine designed by Robert 
Fulton. It was a stern-wheeler of 400 tons. 
The first voyage of the little vessel to New 
Orleans was begun on Oct. 11, 1811, and the centenary of this event 
is to be observed at Elizabeth, Pa., a town on the Monongahela river, 
above McKeesport, in the present month. Associated with the 
celebration will be recollections of some historical names and 
incidents. 

In 1809 the success of steamboat navigation had been so satis- 
factorily demonstrated on the Hudson that a grand-uncle of the 
American former President, who spelled his name “Rosevelt,” a 
inan of great ability, energy and enterprise, pursuant to an agreement 
with Chancellor Livingston and Mr. Fulton, visited the West for the 
purpose of reporting on the feasibility of navigating its great rivers 
by steam. According to Benjamin H. Latrobe, an authority on 
those times, Mr. Rosevelt surveyed the rivers from Pittsburgh to 
New Orleans and reported favorably. The result was the steamboat. 
No freight or passengers were taken on its initial voyage, Mr. 
Rosevelt, his young wife and family, the engineer, a Mr. Baker, 
Andrew Jack, the pilot, a crew of six hands, and a few domestics 
constituted the entire burden. 

On the féurth night out from Pittsburgh the boat arrived in 
Louisville, and, says Latrobe: ‘““The novel appearance of the vessel, 
and the fearful rapidity with which it made its vovage over the broad 
reaches of the river, excited a mixture of terror and surprise among 
many of the settlers on the banks, whom the rumor of such an 
invention had never reached.” The arrival of the vessel at Louts- 
ville in the course of a fine, moonlight night, we are told further, 
taken in connection with the extraordinary sound which filled the 
air as the pent-up steam was suffered to escape trom the valves, 
produced general alarm, and multitudes of the townspeople rose 
from their beds to ascertain the cause. That the New Orleans could 
be stored in a corner of the hull of a modern steamboat, that about 
ten miles with the stream was regarded as “tearful rapidity,” and 
that the presence of this “monster” in the Mississippi caused settlers 
to attribute to it the New Madrid earthquake, which occurred during 
the voyage, all go to show how far we have traveled in a hundred 
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years. 
The New Orleans was quickly followed by other steamboats. 
Within a few years “steamboating’ had become one of the great 
industries of the West. Steam navigation of the rivers developed 
the country from the gulf to the Rocky mountains. Steamboats 
became great in size and palatial in architecture. Thirty-two 
elegantly appointed vessels were plying between St. Louis and New 
Orleans at the beginning of the civil war, when the Mississippi was 
closed to trade. After the war the glories of river trathe were 
resumed, and the period ending with 1880 saw such magnificent craft 
as the Robert FE. Lee, the Natchez, the Grand Republic and the 
Frank Pargoud come and go. Then the railroad captured the river 
trade and long stretches of the three big streams have been as silent in 
these later vears as they were betore the steamboat was invented. 

Nevertheless, there is at present a movement toward the revival 
of inland navigation, and the celebration at Elizabeth may serve to 
stimulate it. It is at least well that the days when the steamboat 
was playing an important part in the development of the country 
should be recalled. 


WHETHER or not the combination of certain of the monthly 
magazines is in restraint of trade is a matter that will have to be 
considered later.
